There is a pronounced improvement in over-211 morbidity this week with en snnuel admission rete of 029 
as compared with 636 last week and 657 one yerr ego, Thic decline continues the downward trend that began 
six weeks ago, and the rate for this week is the lovest resched since early Januery. The Gecline in 
edmicsion rete is shnred by ell ceections of the Continentel Mnited States excent the th District and the 
Potomec and Severn River Commands, which resister moderate increases from their previonsly mnusnelly low 
rates, The highest admission rate, 765, is reported from the 5th District; this fieure, however, represents 
® 20% reduction from the previous week's rete in that District. The 9th District, whose rete was second 
highest lest week, also reports » substantial immrovement with a decline of 16% in -@m‘esion rate, The 
lowest rate, 384, is reported from the 7th District, 


: The rete for total Respiretory Diseeses likewise shows @ distinct decline, with a fell of 11% from 
163.5 last week to 149.6, This comprres favorably with the rate of 196 for the corresenonding neriod last 
yeer, Declines of from 195 to 35% were registered in most of the Districts, and only the lst District and 
the Potomac and Severn Commands showed increases in edmission rates, The hiphest rete for the week, 273.3, 
ie reported from the 5th District, where it represents = decline of 16% from lest weeks fioure. The rate 
in the 7th District showed the largest proportionate decrease, falling 35%, from 70.4 to u5.5, which is 
the lowest rate exnerienced in any District this week. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARHHAL FEVER, ACTITE, The admission rate for these diserses dropped to Ri. which 


is 13% lower then the rate of 93.5 reported lest week, and well under the rate of 119.2 exnerienced dnring

the corresponding period last year. The trend has been steadily downward for the pest six weeks, All of 

the Districts share in this decrease this week excent the lst District and the Potomac and Severn Commends, 
where increases ere noted from previously low rates, In the 5th District, where the rate is highest, there 
| is a decline of 14% to 130.3 from last week's rate of 210.9. 


PNaVMONIA-~BRONCHO AND LOBAR, There is a further slight increase in the retee for these disearccs, 
from 1.2 last. week to 1.5 for the current neriod. The rete however is still cuite low es compared to last 
year's rate of 4.0. The highest rate, 6.8, is revorted this week by the 4th District, where there was no 
incidence last week. The 3rd, 6th, and 7th Districts report no edmissions for these diseases, 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, A further decline is noted in the rate for thie disease; the drop to 9.8 from 

the level of 1.8 a week ago is an accentvation of the trend that has been manifested during the past month. 
The rate for the corresnonding period last yeer was 2.0, The highest rate for the week was 3.3 experienced 
in the 9th District, while eight Districts had no cases at all. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. There is en 8 reduction in the rete for these diseases from 
last week's 72.1 to 00.1 for the current week, This is below the rate of 71.0 recorded for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. This week's decreace occurred princivally in the 5th, 9th, l2th end 1%th Districte, 
where improvements of from 12% to 19% were experienced, The majority of the other Districts reported 
moderate increases over their previous week's rates.

SCARLST FEVER. The admission rete for scarlet fever this week resches the lowest level since the 
first of the vepr. The current rate of 12.4 is 1% lower then last week's 15.1, end is well delow last 
yeer's rate of 17.9. Six of the Districts experienced no incidence of scarlet fever this week, The bulk 
of the cases this week ere in the 5th, 9th and llth Districts, In the llth District the rete remains 
unchanged at 34.5, while in the 5th and 9th Districts the rates are 37% and 2k% lower, respectively, than 
the rates of last week,
